The unfortunate editor, 
tumble to produce a scintilla of prhdf. 
admitted hts fault, and so far as the 
records go, the matter was disposed 
of. 
There was nothing developed, 
however, to show where ti e tale start­ 
er or what foundation, lf any, It might 
have had. 
Colonel Roosevelt, however, had an 
explanation, 
lie gave It to us one 
afternoon In the trophy room In Oys­ 
ter liny; when passing the cigars 
around, he remarked that he would 
Touch for the quality. “They must be 
good.” he remarked, “for they’re some 
of Leonard Wood’a. 
I never smoke 
myself, so I have to rely on the Judg­ 
ment of others.” 
“Did you ever smoke?” some one 
asked. 
’T here Is where that story of my 
drinking started," he continued, not 
hrnrlng the question or Ignoring It. 
"You see, when I would decline a 
clgnr, «M! ring I did not smoke, folks 
would often ask. In a Joking way: 
•What are your had habits?’

ai.me spirit I would reply 'Prize fight­ 
ing and strong drink.' 
"Kow, It so happens that the Lord 
in his Infinite Wisdom eJeot«il to cre­ 
ate some folks with whom It Is never 
safe to joke—solemn asses who lack 
a sense of humor. 
I am very fond of 
that story of Kidney Smith’s who, 
playing with his children, stopped sud­ 
denly, saying:

We’re never too old to learn, and I 
learned to be carefifirwlth whom I 
cracked the simplest joke. Thank God, 
there are many you can Joke with In 
safety. 
If we rrrnlffnk laugh once In 
ft while what a world tills would be!

Chris Mathison as Administrator of 
Estate of Clifford Mathison Sues 
City. Doctor. Nurses 


BOY 
DIED 
OF 
INFLUENZA 


Charges He Did Not Receive Proper 
Care and Treatment. Answer of 
City a General Denial 


Tile city of Brainerd has been made 
a defendant in a $7,500 damage suit 
brought by Chris Mathison. as a d ­ 
m inistrator of the estate of his late 
son, Clifford Mathison. 
Joined with 
th e city in the list of defendants are 
Dr. Earl Jamison, and two nurses 
Miss Edith Phillips and Miss Marie 
M. Krekelberg. which latter name on 
stipulation was corrected to O. M. 
Krekelberg. 
From records shown it appears that 
young Clifford entered the emergency 
hospital December 6, 1918 and died 
December 12, 1918. 
The whole fain' 
By appeared to have had influenza, 
as other patients were the mother 
Mrs. C. Mathison, and children L u ­ 
cille, Willard an d Daisy. Their resi­ 
dence at that time wa.*- given as 1320 
Oak street. 
The complaint recites th a t prior 
to December, 1918 the city of Brain­ 
erd created, established and m a in ­ 
tained a certain hospital for profits 
n Brainerd for the purpose of re­ 
ceiving sick persons. 
It is fu rth er asserted the nurses 
had charge of the hospital. 
On December 6, says the complaint, 
Clifford Mathison had the influenza 
and became an inmate of the hospit­ 
al “ and that it was vile duty of the 
city of Brainerd as owner of the hos­ 
pital and the said nurses to furnish 
to the plaintiff’s intestate suitable 
care and attention and to watch and 
guard over his welfare and safety, 
and to give to plaintiff’s intestate his 
medicine at stated times, and such 
other and appropriate care as the 
n a tu re of the ease dem anded’’. 
On December I, 1918. ii is alleged 
th e plaintiff employed Dr. Earl J a m i ­ 
son as physician and surgeon. 
The complaint further charges that 
the city of Brainerd "disregarded its 
duty and wrongfully failed and neg­ 
lected to give the boy proper care 
and carelessly neglected to c h a n g e 
the bed linen and suffered and allow­ 
ed him to wander about the hospital 
in a delirious condition half clad and 
wholly failed and neglected to exe r­ 
cise proper supervision over its s u b ­ 
ordinates but suffered them to grossly 
neglect their respective dull* s tow ard 
th e boy’*. 
It is fu rth e r Charged In the com­ 
plaint t h a t the nurses named “ w a n ­ 
tonly 
and 
carelessly 
failed 
and 
neglected to see that the boy received 
proper care, permitted him to lie for 
days at a time in a soiled bed, e n d 
negligently refused to give him his 
medicine and differed him while in a 
delirious condition to w ande r around 
th e hall half clad,” 
It is charged in th e complaint that 
Jamieson disregarded his duty

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IN THE LABOR WORLD 


The Winnipeg (Manitoba) Trade* 
und Labor council almost unanimously 
voted In favor of tho “one big union.” 
Germany finds that propaganda Is 
not so attractive when viewed from 
the muzzle end. 
Norwalk (O.) telephone girls who 
threatened to strike decided to con­ 
tinue work when the two companies 
offered an increase In wages urn! other 
concessions. 
Denver’s street car strike ended, fel­ 
lowing a conference between Mayor 
Dewey 
Hailey, his cabinet and 
Charles Boettcher, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Denver Tram­ 
way company. 
Twenty-five freight engineers of the 
Cincinnati-New Orleans & Texas Pa­ 
cific railroad between Danville, K.v., 
and Oakdale, Tent!., went on strike as 
a protest against tin* use of the big 
Mogul engines. 
From tin* wide variety of opinions 
about the labor situation, It seems to 
be clear that labor Is at least poorly 
distributed, with some localities full 
of Jobless men and others suffering 
from manless Jobs. 
The Tri-Mountain. Buttle, Champion 
and 
Michigan 
Smelting 
companies, 
Houghton. Midi,, announced a resump­ 
tion of a former high scale of wages 
In effect before June lh. 
This means 
an increase in puy ty 3,000 copper min­ 
ing employees. 
Benjamin Schleslnger, president of 
the 
International 
Ladles* 
Garment 
Workers’ union, bas addressed a letter 
to 150 Chicago manufacturers of worn 
en’s waists asking for a conference to 
look Into alleged grievances of the 
workers. 
Ile says they want a 44-hour 
week, a union scale of wages, and hef­ 
ter working conditions. 
By nu award signed on June 'IO by 
Judge Snider of Hamilton and Fred 
Bancroft of Toronto, over 400 hoot and 
shoe workers employed In three large 
Toronto factories obtain a 40V4 hour 
week, with Increased pay for hourly 
piece workers, In p ro u n io n to the re 
Unction of hours, time aud a half for 
overtime, with wages dating back to 
May I for two factories aod June I for 
one. 
It Is learned that Henry Ford bas 
decided to Increase the minimum wage 
of Ford Motor company employees to 
$7 per day. More than 30,trio employ­ 
ees will be affected by the Increase. 
The present minimum wage of $41 a day 
was flxi'd January I last. The Detroit 
Journal says It Is proposed through 
the reorganization of Hie Ford Motor 
company to make It possible for em­ 
ployees to share In Hie dividends. 
The National Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters issued an official state­ 
ment from headquarters that 
M.inhi 
lottery workers In Hie United States 
will submit a demand for a ‘Jo per cent 
".vuge Increase to the manufacturers at 
a meeting In September. 
The present 
wage acale expires October I, and in 
addition to the Increase the new si ti Ie 
will contain u provision for un eight* 
hour day with four working hours on 
Saturdays. 
Conductors and motormen of the Iii 
dtanapollH 
Street Hallway company 
have revel veil an Increase of 3 cents 
un hour. 
The new sclmluU* ranges 
from 37 to 4J cents an hour. The com­ 
pany estimates that the Increase will 
unmunt to I125.0UO annually. 
Iii an­ 
nouncing the increase the company 
says It “will rely un the cooperation 
of those In authority to grant addition­ 
al revenues, which will he required to 
enable the company to discharge Its 
full obligations.'* 
Demands of union corset workers of 
Bridgeport, Conn., for wage Increases 
and Improved working conditions were 
met with the announcement of the 
Warner Brothers company that the 
factory, employing 2,NKI hands, will lie 
closed indefinitely. 
The plant is the 
largest corset manufacturing firm in 
Bridgeport, which hus three others. 
each employing less than 300. 
The 
union workers asked for a ."si per cent 
Increase In wages ami substitution of 
the 44-hour week for the present 48- 
hour schedule. 
The w altera’ strike at Paris, France. 
has been settled, an agreement being 
reached between representatives of 
the strikers and the employers at the 
ministry of lalwir. 
All cafes and re** 
tu ara tits reopened. 
A minimum wage of $10.50 a week 
for women employed In all mercantile 
establishments 
in 
Washington, 
has 
been agreed upon by a conference of 
employers and 
workers which wa# 
called by the minimum wage hoard of 
the District of Columbia. 
The scale 
is auld to he the highest yet reached 
through minimum wuge legislation for 
women.
